No, F. 43011(2)/77-B(A) —In pursuance of Government’s declared policy that 
All India Radio and Doordarshan should be freed from Government Control to 
ensure their functiomnn in a fair and objective manner, it has been decided to 
appoint a WorkmR Group to examine the functionmE of the All India Radio and 
Doordarshan and make recommendations regarding their future set-up. The

2. The terms of reference of the Group will be'— 

(a) To examine the functional, financial and leKal aspects of the proposal 

to give full autonomy to Akashvam and Doordarshan, consistent 
with accountability to Parliament, keeping in mind the dilfcrent 
forms of autonomous organisations existing in other democratic 
countries in .the matter of broadcasting; 

(b) To suggest the form and the structure of the autonomous organisa- 

tion(s) and their relationship with Government, 

(c) To consider and make recommendations m respect of the absorption, 

flitment and replacement of the personnel ol the two media in the 
event of grant of autonomous status; 

(d) Formulate plan of action for expeditious implementation of the pro¬ 

posal, if the recommendations of the Working Group are accepted 
by Government; 

(e) To examine any other allied matters nccessaiy to enable the Working 

Group to make its recommendations on the future set-up of the 
media 

3, The Working Group may consult experts in the media and any other per¬ 
sons that it may con.sider desirable to consult, 

4 The Working Group will have its headquarters at New Delhi and meet as 
often as considered necessary, but it may visit such places in the country as 
considered necessary for proper and comprehensive study of the proposal, 

6 The Working Group will evolve its own procedure 

6. The Working Group may submit its report as soon as possib’e but within 
a period of three months from its constitution 

7 Membership of this Working Group will be honorary, but non-offlcial 
members will be entitled to travelling and daily allowances m accordance with 
the Ministry of Finance, Department of Expenditure O.M No 6/26/E, IV/59 
dated September 5, 1960, a.s amended from time to time
